the  mountains.  During  recent  years  there  has  been  a  marked  revival  of 

ndicrafts  among  the  Southern  Highlanders,  largely  as  a  result  of  the 
efforts  of  schools  and  individuals  \  :ouraged  the  mountain 

people  to  make  such  articles  for  sale,  and  because  ' 
appreciation  of  the  beauty  as  well  as  the  utility  of  their  handiwork. 

The  Southern  Highland  Handicraft  Guild  is  doing  notable  service 
in  promoting  cooperation  between  the  various  craftsmen  and  producing 
centers  and  in  encouraging  originality  and  individuality,  good  design, 
and  careful  workmanship.  The  exhibit  of  work  by  Guild  members  now 
being  circulated  by  the  American  Federation  of  Arts  is  bringing  these 
handicrafts  to  the  attention  of  individuals  and  groups  in  t     -ge 
urban  centers  of  America,  and  is  resulting  in  a  wider  market.  The 
proposal  has  recently  been  made  th  t  ill  stores  that  operate  under 
concession  from  the  Federal  Government  in  th  ~-r  -t  Smoky  Mount;. ins, 
Shenandoah,  and  Mammoth  Cave  nation,-.  1  parks  be  required  to  bui]     Lr 
displays  around  the  native  mountain  handicrafts.
